IHE BUBONIC PLAGUE 


Surgeon General Wyman Has 
Received No information 
on the Subject.

NO 
DANGER 


O f the P lague G aining a Foothold In 
H aw aiian Inlands — Dr. Carm ichael 
In Q uarantine — Insular Com m is­ 
sion's IIe port on Trusts, Com bina­ 
tions and Tariff In Porto Hico, 


Washington, June it.—-Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Wyman when shown the dispatch 
telling of the arrival at Honolulu of a 
vessel on which the bubonic plague had 
made its appearance, said the Marine 
hospital bureau had received no infor­ 
mation on the subject. This he thought 
was doe to the fact that Dr. Carmichael 
of the Marine hospital service, who in­ 
vestigated the cnae, had gone into quar­ 
antine and was therefore unable to 
conimnnicate with Washington. 
Gen­ 
eral Wyman was confident that there 
was no danger of the plague gaining a 
foothold in the Hawaiian islands, as the 
Marine hospital service, together with 
the other health authorities, woald by 
proper precautionary measures prevent 
su*]dciouH canes from landing. 
The 
plague has never appeared in the islands 
aud, he thought, never will. 
If the 
Nippon Maru is destined for San Fran­ 
cisco, the health officials will take stupa 
to make it absolutely certain that the 
disease will not have an opportunity to 
reach the shore.

No E icsw For Enlbrcing Tariff law s 
Iii Porto Hico. 
Washington, June 27,—T ie insular 
cont miss)to has begun the distribution 
of its full report, a .part of which has 
already been mode public. 
The com 
mission makes the following reference 
to the subject of trusts and combina­ 
tions in the island; 
•‘By the recoinmcndationa already sag 
gested, the national law for blading cer­ 
tain trusts aud combination* in matters 
of Interstate trade will be in force in 
the island as elsewhere; but, in add! 
lion* we shall suggest a law forbidding 
and punishing the formation and opera­ 
tion of such concerns in the island in 
accordance with the laws of states, with 
perhaps Home additional features not 
yet embodied in any statute, in our en 
dearers to keep these evils from fetter 
ing the butanes* of the island of Porto 
Rico in its infancy." 
On the question to tariff reform to re­ 
lieve Porto Hico from the burden (rf 
tariff discrimination, the commission 
takes the ground that since the cession 
(rf tho utlaud to this country has been 
recognised there Is no longer any excuse 
for i agar ii ing it as foreign territory and 
the president, as the commander-in-chief 
of the army, is at liberty to formulate 
special customs legislation pending the 
final action of congress

Havana, June 97.—It is persistently 
rumored here that there has been seri­ 
ous trouble at Nae vitas In connection 
with the payment of the Cuban troops. 
The story is that the Cubans, after re­ 
ceiving payment, charged the guard 
and recovered the arms they had sur­ 
rendered. 
In American official circles the report 
is discredited. 
The authorities have 
full oorffldenoe in Colonel Moale, who is 
in charge of the payment there, and are 
satisfied that it is proceeding without 
collision. 
German and Chinese Troops Fight. 
London, June 27.—The Daily Mail 
publishes a dispatch from Shanghai 
Haying that the German troops who 
were sent to punish the Chinese for a 
recent attack on the railway near Klao 
Chou, met with armed resistance near 
Titnni. A fight ensned and the Chinese 
lost IO men. The Germans captured 
Titnni and then advanced on Kau Mal, 
which surrendered without fighting.

PAYNE OF WISCONSIN 


Movement to Make Him Chairman 
of Republican National Committee. 
Chicago, June 27. —A special to The 
Record from Milwaukee says: A promi­ 
nent Republican of this city, who is a 
close friend of Henry C. Payne, is au­ 
thority for the statement that that 
astate political manager has been asked 
to take the chairmanship of the Repub­ 
lican 'national committee, succeeding 
Mark Hanna also aa chairman of the 
executive committee. 
Senator Hanna 
is not a member of the national com­ 
mittee while Mr. Payne both represents 
Wisconsin in that body and is vice 
chairman of the executive oommittec. 
Bo far has the matter gone that, if Mr. 
Payne can secure the consent of his 
physician to take up the heavy work of 
the national chairmanship, it is under­ 
stood that he will permit himself to be 
persuaded, and will be installed aa Sen­ 
ator Hanna’s successor in the manage­ 
ment of Republican politics late next 
fall, or when the national committee is 
called together in December to prepare 
for the work of the presidential cam­ 
paign at 1900.

SEW FRENCH CABINET 


Premier W atdeck-R ousseau's 
Statement Approved bythe 
Chamber of Deputies. 


AN INDESCRIBABLE SCENE 


Im m ed iately F ollow s (he A nnounce­ 
m ent o f th e Vote, W hich Was 2fifi 
to 28T — R iot at S aragossa, sp a in , 
O ver th e B udget Proposed by th e 
G overnm ent —M a rtia l I*»w D eclared. 


Paris, June 27.—At the opening of 
the chamber of deputies yesterday the 
extreme leftists shouted “Viva la com­ 
mune,” and the socialist# frequently in- 
terrnpted the proceedings, bat M. Wal- 
doek-Rousseuu’s statement was mach 
applauded by the leftists and centrists. 
After the premier Waldeck-Ronaseau 
made his statement as to the intentions 
of the newministery, in which he asked 
the chamber fen- the widest mandate, 
M. Jules Perillier moved the order of 
the day as follows: ‘‘The chamber ap­ 
proving of the declarations and acts of 
the government, {lasses to the order of 
the day.” The motion was adopted by 
a vote of *263 to 237. 
Au indescribable 
scene immediately followed. The sen­ 
ate adopted the government’s declara­ 
tion by a vote of 187 to 25. 
Ernest Roche. Socialist, interpellated 
the government regarding the policy 
and composition of the ministry. 
He 
declared it was a government of war 
and violently attacked the minister of 
war, General de Gallifet. Other speak­ 
ers followed in a similar vein and the 
orders (rf the day were moved, only two 
of them approving the ministerial state­ 
ment. 
M. Waldeck-Rousaeau replied to the 
various interpellations, explaining the 
motives animating the formation of a 
cabinet of somewhat divergent views; 
one of the main objects being to reunite 
all Republicans. 
He added that the 
ministers had already assumed some re­ 
sponsibility, but he thought the backing 
of the chamber was necessary for far­ 
ther steps, and asked what ministry 
©ould for a moment tolerate acts seem­ 
ing to create tire- belief that the army 
desired to constitute itself the judge of 
its policy. 
He further expressed the 
hope ti nm 9 woald na* be fceooasary to 
take more seven* measures, aud said he 
thought it easy to demonstrate whence 
came th# attacks upon the courts. 
Explaining the inclusion of General 
De Gallifet in the cabinet an minister 
of war, he Mid it was because no other 
general had so spontaneously supported 
the constitution aud it was thought the 
necessary punishment of certain mili­ 
tary men could be somewhat relaxed if 
emanating from snch a trusted au­ 
thority a* General De Gallifet. 
In conclusion the premier Mid; “Our 
task is heavy. 
Whatever coarse the 
chamber may pursue I have done all my 
duty.** 
The speech of M. W ahi e< • k - Ro us sea n 
was much interrupted. 
The noise at 
times times was deafening aud several 
members were called to order.

The disorders increasing the troops 
were ordered out aud charged the riot­ 
ers. 
Martial law was then proclaimed, 
the prefect of police handing over the 
reins of power to the mill tory authori­ 
ties.

O bjected to C h ih u ah u a (Mc*.) B and 
A ttending H ough R id ers’ R eunion. 
Las Vegan, N. M., Jon# 27.—On# of 
the most interesting and nniqne features 
of the reunion wa* a reception tendered 
to Governor Roosevelt at tho Hotel Cas­ 
taneda, by the Mexican people of the 
territory just before his departure.

The Spanish 
minister waited upon President Diaz in 
an informal way and stated hts objec­ 
tions. 
President Diaz was not of the 
opinion, however, and allowed the band 
to come to Las Vegas. 


PROPERTY^AT- SEA 


U nited S tate# D elegation at The H ague 
W ill In sist on lls Protection. 
The Hague, Juno 27.—The Frederick 
Holls, secretary of the American dele­ 
gation to the peace conference, refer­ 
ring in conversation #ith a reporter to 
the proposals of the United States for 
the protection of private property at sea, 
with exception of contraband of war in 
time of war from capture or seizure, 
said: 
"We have strong grounds for 
making the propositions. 
Tho president 
understood the Russian invitation com­ 
prised the question of private property 
at sea and has instructed us to raise the 
question. 
We will push the matter en­ 
ergetically, insisting that the conference 
is competent and that if its cffinpetcBoe 
is doubtful a liberal intorprotetioa was 
necessary. 
We believe that if the proposals are 
rejected they will be referred to another 
conference. 
Anyhow they will have 
beeu most useful, aa the attitude of each 
power will be defined. 
The state de­ 
partment has sent us a very strong 
pamphlet containing resolutions passed 
by many cities of the United States 
which has been handed to each dele­ 
gate.

BRIGANDS IN 
ITALY 


In FRC M onths They H ave C om m itted 
OHO C rim es In S ard in ia Alone. 
Rome, Juno *27.— For some time Signor 
Benedetto Leonardo, the well known 
Italian millionaire has been considering 
the advisability of selling his estates 
near Salerno and settling in Rome, ow­ 
ing to the repeated attempts of a local 
baud of brigands to capture him. He 
has now finally made up his mind to 
that course, for during last week the 
brigands captured him. 
They fixed the 
ransom moderately under the circum­ 
stances at 50,000 lire, and required that 
the money be paid on Wednesday andor 
pain of slicing the captive’s fears off. 
The ultimatum had only an hour within 
which to expire when the money ar­ 
rived, and Leonardo considers it too 
dose a shave to incur the risk of a repe­ 
tition. 
During the first five months of this 
year brigands committed in Sardinia 980 
crimes of violence, aud in Sicily 719. 
During the same period these ruffians 
in the two islands captured 61 persons, 
murdered in cold blood all but four, and 
dangerously wounded 128.

Havana, June 27.—General Ludlow, 
governor of the department of Havana, 
has recommended the removal of the 
marines from their pressut quarters at 
the wharf, believing tho locality to be 
unhealthy. 
But he does not believe 
their removal to the navy yard would 
improve matters.
